The license fees for automobiles will 


remain as at present, except that own- 
ers of four cylinder cars five years 
old or more may procure licenses at 
one-fourth tho rate existing prior to 
1933. 
In 1833, all cars four years old 


or more wove given reductions to one- 
fourth the 1932 rate. 


Only the license fee for trucks ol 


one anel one-half tons capacity were 
raised in the measure. After the bill 
becomes a law, owners of this clfiss ol 
trucks will be required to pay $35 an- 
nually instead of $18. 


The legislature, however, in raisinj 


the fee for this class of trucks and ol 
nearly all classes of trailers, eliminates 
the "For Hire" license which cost 50 
per cent of the amount of the truck or 
trailer licen.sc, and also repealed the 
tax of four per cent on the gross rev- 
enues of commercial trucking firms

LITTLE ROCK— (#>)— Enunciating 


the doctrine of parity as between var- 
ious classes of highway indebtedness, 
the legislature through the $155,000,000 
refunding bill has effected a com- 
promise with the state's creditors on 
the greatest issue since a decrease in 
revenues two years ago brought about 
a default in interest and maturity 
payments. 


Through the measure which awaits 


only the signature of Governor Fu 
trell to become a law, a new contract 
has been offered by the state to its 
creditors which divides future rev- 
enues between them' on a percentage 
basis. 


Stressed as the most important "con- 


cession made by holders of direct 
slate highway obligations was their 
agreement to renounce their claim 
on 100 per cent of all highway rev- 
enues, and allow the suite to care 
for road improvement district bonds, 
contractors claims and certificates of 
indebtedness issued for aid to mu- 
nicipal paving districs as well. 


Stated briefly, this 
is what 
the 


measure provides; 


Setting aside 25 per cent of gross 


revenues, with a minimum of $2,000,- 
000 a year, for road maintenance. 


Setting aside $5,019,181.07 a year for 


interest on refunding bonds 
issued 


for state highway und toll bridge 
bonds, road district bonds, certificates 
of indebtedness, funding notes, De- 
Valls Bluff bridge bonds, and ex- 
penses of refunding. 


All other revenue will be devided 


as follows into funds for redemption 
of various issues of refunding bonds: 


In 1934 and 1935, 25 per cent to 


state highway bonds, in 1938, 50 per 
cc-nt, and annually thereafter, 63,3 
pur cent for redemption of direct state 
highway bonds. 


In 1934 and 1935, 68.6 per cent to 


road improvement district bonds, in 
1936. 45.8 per cent, 
and 
annually 


thereatfer, 33.6 per cent to road dis- 
trict bonds. 


In 1934 and IS-jj, 2.7 per cent to 


funding notes, in 1936, 1.8 per cent, 
and annually thereafter, 1.3 per cent, 


Jn 1934 and 1933, 3.7 per cent to re- 


demption of certificates of indebted- 
ness. 2.4 per cent in 1936, and 1.8 per 
cent amiually thereafter. 


The &tate covenanted not to per- 


mit the redemption account for road 
district bonds to go below $500,000 a 
year, In event it does, the measure 
sets out that an immediate default 
shall be deemed to have occurred. 


Should any subsequent legislature 


change the 
percentage 
basis, the 


measure also stipulates that a default 
niuy be deemed to have occurred. 


The- state further pledged that it 


would not permit the total revenues 
for maintenance and refunding pur- 
poses to go below $8,537,000 a year.

The kingdom of Heaven begins in 


blessedness, and blessings are the por- 
tion of all who enter into it nnd who 
continue in It. Not blessings ns the 
world too often counts them. Not 


j the blessings of ease or of pleasure or 


of material satisfactions. 


Jesus never promised to his. follow- 


ers,, and to those who would establish 
the truth in 'their hearts and lives, an 
easy way. On the contrary, it was to 
these that ha offered burdens and sac- 
rifices and ways of service. 


Our lesson begins in what have been 


called the Bo'autitudes— that is, the 
roll of blessings. It is instructive to 
study .the blessings that are promised 
arid those to \vhom they ore offered. 
They offer to the persecuted and the 
harried inner pence nnd satisfaction, 
but beyond this they express also 
groat spiritual laws or compensations 
that are operative in life. 


The poor in spirit— that is, the in- 


genuous, honest, simple, earnest souls, 
who are not concerned about worldly 
gain, or power, or anything that en- 
ables them to dominate over their fel- 
lowmen— have the blessing of the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 


The blessing of comfort is offered 


to those who mourn. It is doubtful 
whether those who never have mourn- 
ed ever have discovered 
the 
real 


meaning of comfort. There are spiri- 
tual satisfactions that one can know 
and understand only as one has felt 
the need of them through suffering 
nnd sorrpw. 


Perhaps the strangest of 
all 
the 


blessings is the pronouncement of the 
inheritance of the earth for the meek 
It seems to contradict almost all the 
experiences of. human life, where it 
is apparently the aggressive, and the 
selfish, and the exacting, who win the 
greatest rewards. But it well may be 
asked whether the success of these is 
as great as it seems. 


It was tliis same Jesus who pro- 


nounced these blessings, .who inquir- 
ed concerning the worth of a man 
who had all the world, but who had 
lost his own soul. Surely the world 
is full today of people who have at- 
tained great world success, who seem 
to inherit :the earth, but in whose 
lives there is little that makes the 
soul either glorious or worthwhile. 


Docs not experience, when we searcli 


into its meaning, reveal something of 
the truth that Jesus emphasized? The 
.blessings upon the merciful, and the 
pure in heart, and the peacemakers, 
speak for themselves. 


The framers of this lesson have 


shown insight and good judgment in 
attaching to the Beautitudcs the clos- 
ing verses of the 
fifth chapter of 


Matthew, which lay stress upon the 
good human life as like the life of 
God in the bountifulness of its love 
and magnanimity. 


This triumphant description of the 


good life is closely related to the 
way of blessing. It is a life in which 
man is lifted into a different atmos- 
phere from that of worldly and selfish 
passions and interests. It is a life in 
which even toward one's enemies re- 
conslrutice powers begin to operate 
when one meets enmity not with en- 
mity, but with love. 


Selfishness never can conquer sel- 


fishness, hate never can conquer hate, 
but when one meets selfishness with 
unselfishness a foundation is laid for 
something new. There is a revelation 
of spiritual value. 


And when one meets hate with love, 


he has met something that is strong 
and deep, with something that is even 
stronger. and deeper. 


But there is no blessedness apart 


from the commitment of life to truth 
and righteousness and love.

Love Is Only a Matter of Climate and 


Teroperntiire to Your Doctor! 


"In the spring a young man's fancy 


often turns to thought of love." 


Wei. that's the way YOU may look: 


at it, but your doctor has analyzed 
the young man's fancy down to a 
matter of climate and temperature. 


The fact is that spring Is the time 


of year when the temperature aver- 
ages about GO degrees and the varia- 
bility from this temperature is rath- 
er high. 


That temperature, and that variabil- 


ity, your doctor will tell you, actuates 
the young man's fancy into thoughts 
of love! 


There is more to this matter of cli- 


mate and temperature than just its 
effect on a young man's heart—or a 
young 
woman's, 
for that 
matter. 


There's their general health to consid- 
er, too. 


The best conditions 
for 
greatest 


physical efficiency include a tempera- 
ture of about 03 degrees, with only 
moderate variability from this. Men- 
tal activity seems to go on best at a 
tempera! ure of 38 degrees. 


The greatest developments of civil- 


ization have come about in places with 
temperatures that come within these 
limitations. 


Temperature and climate have been 


found to limit the distribution of many 
diseases to certain areas of the world. 
One authority, who has studied the 
relationship of climate to a disorder 
like diabetes, has found that this dis- 
ease is more severe in places where 
the climate is more stimulating. 


He also thought that diabets should 


be more severe during the more in- 
vigorating seasons pf spring, and fall. 
And he discovered that there are three 
peaks in the diabetic rate, one in April 
or May, one in October, and one in 
midwinter. The summer months seem 
to bo most favorable to the diabetic. 
The months most unfavorable are Jan- 
uary, February, May and October. 


Diabetes, also, seems to 
be 
less 


troublesome in the southern part of 
the United States than elsewhere. 


Similar relationships were found be- 


tween climate and such diseases an 
pernicious anemia, exophthalmic gio- 
ter, and other such conditions which 
fare badly under stimulation. 


In certain areas 
of 
the 
United 


Slates, the rale of climatic stimula- 
tion is high, and here may be found 
more frequent cases of diseases asso- 
ciated with such stimulation, partic- 
ularly disturbances of the glands of 
internal secretion. 


The areas of climatic stimulation, 


therefore, yield not only a more rapid 
development of industry and civiliza- 
tion, but a more rapid breakdown of 
the human body. 


To offset such ill effects of climate 


on our bodies, we have developed var- 
ious moans of providing artificial mod- 
ification of climate. But our tenden- 
cies in this-direction have been much 
more toward control of comfort than 
for improvement 'of health. 


In the south, cooling devices are 


recommended; in the north, we have 
cooling devices in summer and warm- 
ing devices in winter. 


It would bo best, however, if we 


knew more about the influence of 
climate on man before we tried mod- 
ifying our indoor environment too 
greatly. 


Patients do not do nearly so well 


after an operation during the exces- 
sive .summer heat as in other times. 
Air conditioning in hospitals might 
cure this danger. 


Similarly, there is need of controll- 


ing climate environment for prema- 
ture and delicate infants, and for per- 
sons suffering from chronic disorders.

hateful to gallant citizens or soldiers,

As it is. the "affaire Froge" has 


been troubling people here—Captain 
Georges Frogc, o£ the commissary ser- 
vice, not least—for a year. Its conclu- 
sion is at hand, and Froge is cleared 
of suspicions. 


It remains to learn who, or what 


group, was 
responsible 
for 
what 


might have developed into one of the 
major scandals of French military an- 
nals. 


A Hero With a Position of Trust 
Captain Froge had a sterling war 


record. Twice u volunteer in'the "in- 
fantry, he won the rank of Chevalier 
of tho-Legion of Honor, the Military 
Cross,. and the Crox do Guerre with 
three citations. -The war ended, he 
was chosen us the man most worthy 
to carry the battle flag of his regi- 
ment in the great victory parade in 
Paris. 


Later he served in Morocco during 


military operations, and 
was then 


made a captain and assigned to serve 
as instructor at the military school 
at St. Maixent. He moved then into 
tho commissary department, because 
of a grave illnes caught in Morocco. 


As a commissary officer he was 


presently stationed at Belfort, a post 
on the eastern borders of France. The 
big new fortifications were going up 
there, as well as further north. Froge 
was in a position of trust. 


A, Hero Fallen 'From 'Grace 


January 11, 1933, he was accused of 


two enormities. First of having de- 
livered plans of the fortifications of 
"Belfort to German emissaries, then 
having divulged to'the same persons 
the full plan for revictualing Belfort 
in the event of war. This plan con- 
tained the location of-all depots of 
munitions and food, forage and gas, 
and revealed

Froge was sent in disgrace to the

Cleared of AH Accusations 


The case dragged on. Froge was ac- 


cused of having received two reg- 
istered letters coming from spies. 
He was grilled thirteen hours to bring 
a confession, but he refused to do so. 
He was able to prove that he had 
never signed for such letters. Froge 
wrung a confession from a chauffeur, 
a former accuser, that the man had 
been coached in identifying Froge by 
police officials. Two other accusa- 
tions, of having written to foreign 
agents concerning 
meeting places,

But certain quarters in Paris are 


raising the questions: How did it all 
commence? 'Why did individuals or 
groups send emissaries to Froge to 
offer him acquittal of all accusations 
if, in return, he -would get rid of his 
lawyer? 


Froge's office and, by some dexterous 
work, managed to steal two valueless 
papers? .When captured, he explained 
!hat;he was a believer in Froge, and 
wanted to prove that papers could 
be stolen from that office without 
Froge's connivance. 


The similarity of apparent- persecu- 


tion is striking in the case of Froge 
and that more famous one of Captain 
Dreyfus, who spent so many years on 
Devil's Island after a series of trials 
that shook France and resulted in the 
strict anti-clerical laws of this na- 
tion early in'the present century.

Thus, uncertainly, ends another of 


the espionage 'cases which have stir 
red Europe ,in the last year. 


What, really, ' is espionage today? 


Let us go to a .gloomy bitilding in 
the ominous Rue de Saussaies Here

France from all sorts of dangers, for- 
eign and domestic. The stone court- 
yards are damp and unadorned. The 
Stairs leading, to: the espionage bureau 
are steep and winding. 


"Espionage is a legal offense"—a 


gentleman with a cultivated voice anc 
manner is speaking—"which is treat- 
ed by the police in just the same 
way robbery exists. And it is the 
duty of policemen to prevent .it, to 
foresee it, if possible, and to make 
arrests and bring charges when oc- 
casion demands. 


"Please get straight the distinction 


between 
'espionage' =nd 
'treason 


The first is a simple crime, the secont 
a double one, because the idea of na- 
tionality enters. A Chinaman might 
be a spy, but he would not 
• be • a 


traitor unless he did his spying in 
China. A Frenchman or an English- 
man or an American who steals sec- 
rets of his own government would be 
a traitor. If he were working in a 
foreign country, he would be merely 
a spy." 


All Spies Aren't in Mlliary Scrvce 
"Of course," the man with the' quiet 


voice went on, from'behind his desk, 
"when the public thinks of spying it 
usually thinks of theft of .military or 
naval secrets. 
Actually, spying is 


much broader than that. 


"There is commercial spying, for 


instance—the theft of trade secrets,

.might happen if a cultured Chinese 
suddenly should become mayor of a 
typical American city. The result is 
an amusing satire on our municipal 
politics. 


The son of an American missionary 


to China comes back to his home town 
in America. He has been in China 
ever since he was 4; reared and edu- 
cated there, he is to all intents and 
purposes u Chinese, 
understanding 


nothig of American life. 


Chance throws him in with a cigar- 


chewing politician, who is hunting a 
harmles stuffed shirt to make a los- 
ing campaign for mayor. 
The lad 


from China looks like ideal timber, so 
he is nominated. Then to the horror 
of his backers an accident gives him 
the election and he takes office. 


Immediately he is thrown up against 


all the regular problems of city gov- 
ernment—graft petty trading racke- 
teering and all the odds and ends of 
political chicanery which swirl about 
the ordinary city hall. 


He wants to be honest and nobody 


will help him. He 
is threatened, 


cursed, blackmailed, framed . . . and 
then he goes to his friends in the 
local Chinese colony for help, and 
turns the tables. 


Graft, racketeering, and gangster- 


ism are an old story to Chinese. They 
invented and perfected such things 
before America was discovered, and 
they know tricks American politicians 
and gangsters never dreamed of. 


Our mayor fights fire with fire, op- 


poses Chinese trickery to the Amer- 
ican variety, and fights the gangsters 
with ingenious Chinese tortures—and. 
in the end, comes triumphantly out 
on top.

Stuttgart Opens 
Power Rate Probe 


City Demands 20 % Cut 


by Arkansas Power 


& Light Co. 


LITTLE ROCK—Testimony intend- 


ed to show that the electric light rate 
charged by the Arkansas Power 
Light Co. at Stuttgart should be re- 
duced approximately 20 per cent was 
introduced Thursday at a hearing in 
the governor's reception room before 
the Fact Finding Tribunal of the Ar- 
kansas Corporation Commission on a 
petition filed by the city of Stuttgart 
for a rate reduction. 


Examination of an appraisal report 


of its properties submitted by the 
Arkansas Power & Light Co. to the 
city of Stuttgart, and an appraisal re- 
port made by the W. A. Fuller Com- 
pany, an engineering firm of St. Louis 
which was retained by the city of 
Stuttgart, occupied most of the hear- 
ing yesterday. 


Leo F. Koberlein, representative of 


the Fuller company, testified that the 
value of $165,210 set by the Arkansas 
Power & Light Company in its ap- 
praisal of its properties in Stuttgart 
is too high. Mr. Koberlein's report 
estimated the total value at $129,836. 


C. Hamilton Moses, attorney for the 


Arkansas Power & Light Company 
attempted to show through question- 
ing of Mr. Koberlein that costs of 
materials and labor were higher now 
'than when Mr. Koberlein's report was 
submitted, thus raising the value of 
the property of the power company at 
Stuttgart. 


Another point raised in the hearing 


related to the rate per kilowat hour 
for power delivered to thecitylimita 
of Stuttgart. It was brought out that 
the charge per kilowatt hour at the 
city limits is two cents, which is add- 
ed to the charge for service within 
the city. Mr. Koberlein testified that 
the rate to the city limits should be 
reduced to 1.3 cents per kilowatt hour.
